Miami Valley Itonu. 

Lest Saturday, again in com- 
pany with oar whole family, we 
wended oar way to another dedi- 
cation. This time itwas to beat 
West Alexandria, a thriving 
Tillage of Preble County on tfi* 
"Mackinaw" railroad. 

Saturday wee cold and stormy. 
But we hoped that it would grow 
warmer before the morrow. W* 
were very anxious to have a flow 
day, and eo hoped that we should 
hare a renewal of the fine spring 
weather we had enjoyed fer the 
past two weeks. Much depended 
npon the weather for us. 

The eventful day dawned at 
last, and the same cold, stinging, 
westerly wind waa blowing. Al- 
though the iqd shone brightly, 
yet the weather was bitter cold. 

We arrived at the church about 
9 : SO. Early aait was, many bad 
already congregated. As the 
minutes slipped by, the people 
continued to come, until nearly 
all the sitting room was occu- 
pied. 

This church is a credit to the 
brave little band of brethren who 
built it It is plain but superla- 
tively neat It ie one of the 
grandest combinations of taste 
and economy tbat can_ be found 
in the whole country. Where- 
aver the eye wanders it pleasant- 
ly enjoys and leasts on the beau- 
tiful utuees and harmony dis- 
played in the arrangement. 
Nothing discordant or unsightly 
meets the gaze. 

When the history of the build- 
ing or* this church is folly known, 
it only increases the admiration 
that may have been aroused. 

In the winter of '88-' 84, a con- 
gregation of Progressives was 
organised at Lexington, number- 
bering about 15. An old, aban- 
doned, Presbyterian church on 
the outskirts ol the village vu 
secured. After considerable re- 
pairing it was made fit for wor- 
ship. Here amid many dis- 
couragements and difficulties the 
little church struggled and grew. 
Many, many are the happy days 
that were enjoyed in this old 
meeting house. 

Some time last spring the eld 
church was destroyed by a cy- 


clone. The stnggting ohureh 
was onee more homeless. How- 
ever the meetings were continued 
t© be held in a Union meeting 
house not very far distant. 

But the brethren uw this 
would net do. Bo the proposi- 
tion to build a new meeting 
honse was considered. Although 
much opposition wee made from 
an unlooked for quarter, yet the 
great majority waa determined to 
persevere. It wee decided to at- 
tempt to build it in the much 
larger village of West Alexan- 
dria, about a mile distent. 

Donations were solicited, end 
when only $300 were secured, 
this plucky little church pur- 
chased a lot end went to work. 
How they got through wee a 
mystery to everybody. But they 
went to work and kept at it until 
little by little the present hand 
some structure wee completed. 
There never wee a grander dis- 
play of pluck and perseverance. 

As the work proceeded from 
day to day, many were the anx- 
ieties and heartaches exper- 
ienced. They wondered how 
this bill was to be met, and how 
that work wee to be accomplish- 
ed. In the meantime enemies 
prophesied it would be a failure 
and ardently hoped It. The in- 
different shook their heads with 
doubt end drawled out senti- 
mental sympathy. Bat this only 
sharpened the ardor of the tittle 
band. 

As the brethren and sisters 
took their places for the firet 
time in their own house, their 
happy facee told the joy of their 
heart. Many came from a dis 
tance. The Pleasant Hill con 
gregation wee well represented. 
The Winchester end Farmers 
ville churches were there i a good 
strength. Bat outside of Bro. 
Murr end his wile, the Bear 
Creek church had but one rep- 
resentative. As your eorre 
spondent looked around and be- 
held so many of those present to 
whom he had ministered for 8 or 
4 years, be seemed to forget the 
twelve months tbat had interven- 
ed. 

Brethren Tombaughand Murr 
were there to assist us and we 
had a pleasant service. The text 
ol the discourse was, "And I, if 
I be lilted up, from the earth, 
will draw all men unto me." 

After the discourse a statement 
of the financial condition of af- 
fairs waa given. The actual ex- 
penditure of cash was $1214.85. 
This amount doee not embrace 
the total cost of bn tiding, as the 
constant work of the brethren 
was not included. The total 
amount of donations was $465.25. 
Thus leaving a deficiency ol 
$749.60. An appeal was made 
to those present to help to reduce 
the debt In a short time about 
$880 was raised. The oold 
stormy day kept many away who 
intended to be there, and who 
would have given liberally. 
There waa no incumbrance on 
the church as the brethren bad 
shduldered the responsibility. 
Tbey hope yet to get some as 
sistanoe. 

Meeting was again held in the 
evening and the house was 
crowded. Thus was the career 
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of the West Alexandria Brethren 
church begun. With such deter- 
mination and seal there is only 
one result to look for, The Lord 
has promised to bless those who 
will work for him, end so the 
church can go on with fall hope 
and assurance of ultimate sue- 


As soon as the arrangements 
can be made, a protracted meet- 
ing will be held here.

Virginia Note*. 

At onr quarterly meeting 
which waa held ton 18th, inst., it 
was suggested that the brethren 
of Md., and W, meet in conven- 
tion about the latter pert of May, 
at the College of Bt. James, Md. 

We think the churches of these 
two states should take the matter 
in handa and give the convention 
every consideration, and make 
the necessary arrangements to be 
present and take' an active part 
in its deliberations. 

To make themeetingasaccess, 
it is very necessary that every 
body who can will be present. 
Let old Virginia turn oat in fall, 
and let every congregation and 
as far as possible and every in- 
dividual be represented. We 
want especially all die working 
members there of every congre- 
gation. 

The minister can do but little 
in carrying on the financial part 
of the proceedings of the conven- 
tion, without the consent of the 
laity. Bo we wanttbe laity there 
in full, so as to say what they 
will do and what tbey will not 
do. Bro, I. D. Bowman, will, 
I suppose, have Md., represented 
to a man. The executive com- 
mittee will shortly make the call 
and name tbe time. 

I tbink it would be a good idea 
to have the secretary of each 
congregation of the brethren to 
report to Bro. A. L. Qarber, on 
the first day of October 1888, the 
number of members in each con- 
gregation together with the 
names of deacons and ministers. 
The same to be recorded in the 
Annual tor 1889. Isolated mem- 
bers should report directly to 
Bro. Qarber. In this way we 
can assertain oar numerical 
atrength with bat little or do 
expense, and have some knowl- 
edge of our numbers, which 
would be of considerable import- 
ance and satisfaction to the 
bortherbood. 

Borne of our brethren have 
been trying to prove, by histori- 
cal evidence, that baptism means 
immersion. This ia all right, 
but I believe, and in fact I know, 
that it can be proven by the Bible 
alone. 

When Christ said onto Nico-

(Christ) in baptises." We all 
know tbat to be buried means to 
be completely covered. No one 
buries the head of a body, and 
leavea tbe remainder of the body 
not buried. As the natural body 
is dead when buried and ie res- 
urrected a new body or a spirit- 
ual body, ao ia the penitent sin- 
ner dead in sin and to be a new 
creature in Christ Jeens, he must 
be buried with Christ in baptism 
and resurrected a new creature. 

Then again wby did the people 
of Jndea and of Jerusalem go 
out to the river Jordon for, and 
not only to the river but in the 
river "and were all baptized." 
There waa water enough certain- 
ly in tbe city of Jerusalem to 
have poored or sprinkled the 
heads of those confessing Christ, 
if tbis meant baptism, without 
the necessity of going out of the 
city to the river and in the river 
Jordon being sprinkled. What 
do tbe people of today go out to 
the rivers and waters for ?
